We're excited to announce the winners of the NELA RC Placemaking Design Competition! It was difficult 
selecting a handful of winners out of the 37 amazing design project ideas that we received. Thank you 
again to all the community members, designers, and artists who submitted designs. We also want to 
thank our jury of NELA RC partners who scored all the designs. 
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The designs for each of the geographic categories were judged according to the six placemaking 
evaluation criteria used for the competition; placemaking potential, social impact, implementation 
feasibility, sustainable physical design, design creativity, and health outcomes. The winners below 
represent projects that scored the highest across all criteria when added up, and these 6 winning 
projects will each win $2,000. 

There were also some outstanding projects that we want to recognize below as honorable mentions for 
each of the geographic categories. 


ATWATER VILLAGE

This park design proposes much needed green space for the eastside of the Riverfront in Atwater 
Village-while recognizing the need to include active spaces for families, horse riders, and sports.

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GREETING FROM COUNCILMEMBER GIL CEDILLO 
Friends, 

This was an extremely productive and successful week. We began by taking LA Mayor Eric Garcetti 
around Council District 1, sharing our priorities and P.E.A.C.E. agenda. Council was packed with 
interesting issues. We took up fracking and the living wage for hotel workers in Los Angeles. We 
accompanied the mother of a slain CD1 resident to offer a reward for the people responsible for his 
death. We continued to advocate for the health of those living alongside the Metrolink service station in 
Taylor Yard, and assisted with a proposed bridge concept in the same area. We ran the Firecracker Run 
in Chinatown and unveiled the Kenny Washington Square in honor of Lincoln Height’s own, and NFL’s 
first African American football hero.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 

Increasing the Living Wage for Hotel Workers

Councilman Cedillo considered a motion by Bonin - Martinez - Price relative to a proposed study of the 
citywide impacts of imposing a living wage of $15.37 for hotel employees at hotels with more than 100 
rooms. According to the Economic Development Department, 43% of the people who work in hotels in 
Los Angeles earn wages that still put them far below the federal poverty line. Wages paid to hotel 
employees are economically restrictive and prevent many hospitality employees from having purchasing 
power at local businesses, which has a devastating toll on Los Angeles' local economy. According to 
research done by the Economic Policy Institute, increasing wages for hotel workers could generate more 
than $70 million in economic activity for Los Angeles. 

Cedillo, along with the other members of the Economic Development Committee, instructed the CLA to 
secure a study and provide for public input of the citywide economic impacts of imposing a living wage 
of $15.37 for hotel employees at hotels with more than 100 rooms. 

Fracking Taken Up in PLUM Committee and City Council

Over the last 5-6 months, we have undertaken a proactive and collaborative approach to support the 
public outcry and overwhelming testimony of the adverse health conditions suffered by our University 
Park residents, particularly our children and elderly. Together, we achieved Allenco Energy’s voluntary, 
but temporary shut-down of their operations. Through the assistance of Supervisor Molina, the County ‘s 
Department of Public Health sent their health professionals out into the neighborhood, conducted 
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interviews and tests, and concluded that there was no doubt that the community was suffering 
environmental health impacts from Allenco Energy’s operations. Since the December shut-down of 
Allenco Energy, it is not surprising that the health of our children, residents, and workers have had a 
significant improvement. 

On Tuesday, in PLUM Committee, after substantial public testimony, including testimony from the 
residents of Esperanza Housing and others from University Park and Lincoln Heights, I moved both 
motions introduced by Coucilmembers Parks, Koretz, and Bonin to: 

1) Instruct the Department of City Planning (DCP), with the assistance of the City Attorney, to further 
review and develop regulatory controls over fracking in the City of Los Angeles 

2) Request the City Attorney, with the assistance of the DCP and other relevant departments, to prepare 
and present an ordinance to change the zoning code to prohibit all activity associated with well 
stimulation, including, but not limited to, hydraulic fracturing, gravel packing, and acidizing, or any 
combination thereof, and the use of waste disposal injection wells in the City of Los Angeles, with such a 
prohibition to remain effective until measures are met as detailed in Motion (Koretz - Bonin - et al) 

3) Clarify that regulations for Motion (Koretz - Bonin - et al) concerning fracking are not to be confused 
with the maintenance of general underground storage facilities and the renewable energy projects that 
the City is pursuing. 

Today, the City Council adopted the PLUM Committee’s report.

$50K Reward Press Conference

Councilmember Cedillo attended a press conference on Tuesday with LAPD’s Rampart Division and the 
victim’s mother to announce a $50K reward for those responsible for the death of her son Atilio 
Benavides-Amaya. On November 6, 2013, at approximately 8:15 p.m., 39 year-old Atilio was walking 
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down the sidewalk near the northwest corner of 14th Street and Union Avenue in Los Angeles when he 
shot and killed. A witness in the area told Detectives that he saw two African-American males walk 
towards the victim. The witness then heard three gunshots and saw the two males run away from the 
victim towards a getaway car. Detectives are continuing to investigate this crime, and hope that the 
$50K monetary reward will compel members of the public to provide more information.

Councilmember Cedillo Advocates to Stop Pollution and Noise at Metrolink’s Taylor Yard Maintenance 
Facility

Councilmember Cedillo attended a community meeting regarding the pollution and noise caused by 
Metrolink’s Taylor Yard Central Maintenance Facility on January 25.For nearly four years, 
Councilmember Cedillo has worked with the communities of Cypress Park, Lincoln Heights, Elysian 
Valley and Glassell Park to respond to their concerns pertaining to the adverse health and noise impacts 
from the operations of the Metrolink’s Taylor Yard Central Maintenance Facility (CMF). The ongoing 
concerns relating to cancer, chronic obstructive pulmonary disease (COPD), asthma, aggravation of 
symptoms of those with diagnosed heart disease, persistent coughs, and severe allergies continue to be 
prominent among these neighborhoods. 

Metrolink continues to neglect these concerns, and their HRA approach does not include criteria 
pollutants to address impacts from CMF emissions on their health from cumulative short duration 
exposure. Councilmember Cedillo strongly supports LAUSD announcement at the meeting that they 
would conduct its own HRA of Metrolink’s Central Maintenance Facility to properly address these 
concerns. 

Councilmember Cedillo, recognizing the severity of this issue, has also requested Supervisor Gloria 
Molina’s assistance to have the Los Angeles Department of Public Health’s Bureau of Toxicology and 
Environmental Assessment’s Toxics Epidemiology Program conduct a targeted investigation of the 
possible health impact links with the toxic agents in the environment generated by the emissions and 
operations. 

Councilmember Cedillo Hosts Proposed Concept Design Meeting for Taylor Yard Bridge

Kenny Washington Square Dedication

This week I was joined by the Kenny Washington Stadium Foundation, UCLA Football Coach Jim Mora, 
LAPD, and the Lincoln Heights community to dedicate the intersection of Lincoln Park Ave and N. 
Broadway Ave as Kenny Washington Square. 

For years, I have supported the efforts of the Kenny Washington Stadium Foundation that aims to 
preserve the legacy of Kenny Washington who was a pioneer, hero, and legend. Mr. Washington lead 
the Lincoln High School Tigers to 1935 City Championships in both football and baseball while garnering 
first team All-City selections in both sports. During his career as a U.C.L.A. Bruin, Kenny Washington 
distinguished himself as one of the greatest college football players of his era. After leading the nation in 
total offense during his senior year of 1939, Mr. Washington was named recipient of the Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr. Award - a predecessor to the Heisman Trophy - as the nation's top player. Liberty 
Magazine named Mr. Washington the nation's collegiate "Back of the Year" and the Helms Foundation 
presented him with their Southern California Athlete of the Year Award. He was the first U.C.L.A. Bruin 
to be named to the nation's All-American football team and the first player in the school's history to have 
his number (#13) permanently retired. In 1946 and with pressure placed upon the team to integrate by 
the Los Angeles African-American community, the Los Angeles Rams sought out Kenny Washington to 
be a member of their team due to a large degree because of his past exploits as both a local prep and 
collegiate star. The signing of his historic contract in March of 1946 laid the foundation for other African- 
American athletes to pursue a career in professional football at its highest level. Upon his retirement on 
December 12, 1949, Mayor Fletcher Bowron declared "Kenny Washington Day" in the City of Los 
Angeles. 

After retirement, Kenny Washington&#39;s post athletic career included roles as an actor in Hollywood 
films, a respected career as an L.A.P.D. officer, celebrity product endorsements, various civic leadership 
positions and work as a scout for the Los Angeles Dodgers. Upon his death in 1971 at the age of 51, 
newspaper obituaries from across the country wrote glowing tributes to him. In the words of 
contemporary sports writers, Kenny Washington was remembered as a Los Angeles sports hero, a 
U.C.L.A. gridiron legend and as a pioneer in the history of the National Football League. 

To this day in his honor, the U.C.L.A.'s annual Offensive Player of the Year is bestowed the "Kenny 
Washington Award". Mr. Washington was inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame in 1956.

Dear Neighbor, 

Recent sexual violence cases raise serious questions about our colleges and universities&#39; (both 
public and private) ability to provide safe learning environments for students, particularly female 
students. Not nearly enough is being done to prevent these crimes and ensure that survivors ultimately 
get justice and the adequate services to address their physical and mental trauma. Fewer than half of 
survivors report the crime, many because they don't believe they’ll receive justice. All too often sexual 
predators do not face any serious penalty for their crimes. 

My Senate Bill 967 will fundamentally change the way many colleges deal with sexual assault. This 
legislation mandates colleges and universities to develop survivor-centered policies while also providing 
them with the best resources and support services available. 

The Sacramento Bee has editorialized in support of SB 967, read more here: Editorial: A way to improve 
rape responses on California&#39;s college campuses. 

Sarah Yang, co-founder and President of the Women's Health Initiative at UC Davis displayed their 
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popular tank top for men which reads, "I mustache for consent". 

I'm working closely with the California Coalition Against Sexual Assault and collaborating with the 
Legislative Women's Caucus. To develop substantive policies to ensure that victims' needs are 
appropriately met, we will convene a forum in April during Sexual Assault Awareness month to hear from 
stakeholders. 

The latest issue of Ms. Magazine's cover story Blowing the Whistle on Campus Rape was written by 
Occidental College Professors Caroline Heldman and Danielle Dirks who have co-founded the national 
organization End Rape on Campus. This in-depth coverage highlights this national crisis and provides 
data to move the discussion forward.
